"The Course of Study," Supt. Cot- 
ton. 
The course of study is best 
which adjusts the child for the life 
which he is to live. Among the de- 
termining.principles should be: First, 
the nature of the child. 
Education, 


') up to the present time, has not con- 
sidered it. Every side of the child's 
life must be developed; he must be 
taught to -work and must become 
skilful. The speaker favored manual 


- training in the high school. 
The 
three R's should be taught, but more, 
also, must be taught. Much of the 
busy work that has no educational 
value will, in due time, be replaced 
by more important work. In the fu- 
ture it may demand two teachers, one 
xmust be employed to teach the acad- 
emics, the other manual arts. Free 
hand drawing reaches out and touch- 
es more interests than any other one 
subject. 
Every teacher should have 
a kit of tools. - The man who "thinks 
best and uses his hands well is of 
the most use in the world. 
The 
teacher succeeds best who begins 
with what the pupil brings to school. 
To this end the course must be ar- 
ranged according to the nature of the 
community. 
Many problems can be 
gotten from the interests of the com- 
munity. Thus passing from the con- 
crete to the abstract and making for 
manhood,—this is called, industrial 


- education; it will aid in making bet- 
ter citizens and if, perchance, it may 
make better farmers and mechanics, 
all the better. This kind of educa- 
tion will give the pupils The right 
idea of work. 
The purpose of the 
schools is" to make people respect 
labor and to do better work. The 
nature of the world in which the 
child lives must be taken into ac- 
count in forming a course of study. 
The High School should prepare pu- 
pils for life. 
By all means let us 
educate all the people and all their 
powers. 
A solo by Prof. Yoder was well re- 


ceived.

"Two Schools I Attended" was the 
subject of Dr. Corson's talk. 
He 
feels as though he would > like -to 
make' a motion to ask Andrew Car- 
negie to appropriate money to build 
a room large enough to hold a Penn- 
sylvania institute on Wednesday and 
Thursday afternoons. It is a tribute 
to education that people are so loyal 
to the cause. Then the speaker com- 
pared 
the centralized 
systems of 
schools and the schools that are 
localized. 
In reference to the old- 
time school teachers, they should be 
given great respect but the trouble 
is that the change of teachers is too 
frequent. In reference to studies he 
said that at the beginning of each 
term pupils began at the beginning of 
each branch. 
As -a sample of the 
teaching Dr. Corson showed some of 
the methods that were used in the 
teaching of grammar. 
In many 
schools there is no system, and pupils 
never know what schools are for. 
Change of teachers is dangerous The 
boy who despises school should be 
put under the instruction of a good 
teacher. 
By illustration Dr. Corson 
emphasized the value of a well-or- 
ganizel school. 
No school can do 
good work unless it has a course of 
study. The teacher may be good but 
he will be better under a good or- 
ganization. 
The high school pays if 
only the influence of the high school 
on the lower grades is considered. 
Nothing can keep the boy in school 
except the warm heart of the earnest 
teacher. 
Prof. Holsopple impressed the idea 
that there must be a delightful recog- 
nition of the beautiful in all teaching. 
To illustrate his point he had the in- 
stitute read 
the poem, "Driving 
Home the Cows," and "To a Water- 
fowl."

Rev. H. B. Townsend had charge 


of the devotional exercises, which 
were followed by music from a quar- 
tet comprising H. H. Brumbaugh, 
John Furry, Supt.

"Concrete work in Arithmetic and 
Geography" was then taken up by 
Supt. Cotton. As reading unlocks all 
the mysteries of other branches so 
the community interest is the key 
that arouses the pupil's interest in 
various branches. The first sentences 
that the child learns in the school 
should grow out of his own experi- 
ence. 
The ear and the eye vocabu- 
lary must be Identified; later in life 
should come the interpretation of 
symbols. 


The assignment of lessons must 
appeal to all the members of the 
class. We must remember that there 
is more than length to the recitation; 
there is also breadth and depth. In 
arithmetic the speaker gave examples 
of problems based on actual data. In

Mr. Hecker- 
man, in the past, has been buying 
his peanuts from the cleaning fac- 
tories of Virginia, but has now decid-

Washington, D. C , December 24.— 


An instance of Speaker Cannon's ab- 
solute domination of the House is af- 
forded by the case of Representative 
Burton and the committee on rivers 
and harbors. Before the House met 
Mr. Burton, who is a good Republi- 
can, by the way, announced publicly 
that he would not again be chairman 
of the rivers ana harbors committee, 
which is a most arduous position and 
which he has filled with great credit 
through several Congresses. Mr. Bur- 
ton felt he had earned a place on the 
important committee on ways and 
means which has to do with the mak- 
ing of the tariff. 
He had, however, 


expressed sympathy for the tariff re- 
vision views of Secretary Taft and 
that was enough for Mr. Cannon. He 
notified Mr. Burton that he could not 
have a place on ways and means and 
that unless he served on rivers and 
harbors again he would be deprived 
of all committee assignments. 
Mr. 


Burton sought to secure the support 
of some of his Republican colleagues 
in a fight against the Speaker but 
they were all so afraid of Cannon's 
displeasure that they would not join 
with him, and consequently he is 
again chairman of rivers and harbors 
while Representative Longworth, the 
President's son-in-law, gets the Ohio 
vacancy on ways and means. 


The refusal of the New York Coun- 


ty Republican Committee to endorse 
Governor Hughes for the Presidency 
constitutes a severe setback for the 
presidential boom of that executive. 
The fact is that Mr. Hughes, who is 
really a resident of New York city 
and in sympathy with all the hatred 
of President Roosevelt which the 
Wall street gamblers and the railroad 
manipulators feel toward the Presi- 
dent, has been making insinuations 
in his speeches which reflected dis- 
credit on the President and which 
showed how little he was in sym- 
pathy with that form of Republican- 
ism, which is almost Democracy, for 
which Mr. Roosevelt stands. 
The 
Governor was misled by the intensity 
of the hatred of Roosevelt among his 
associates and thought it quite safe 
to "throw mud at the man whom they 
all hate. That he made a mistake is 
clearly shown by the action of the 
New York committee. 
Most of the 


Republican 
politicians 
still 
hate 
Roosevelt and they hate Taft too, but 
they are too smart to make the mis- 
take of thinking that the rank and 
file of the party hate them. 


The opinion is freely expressed in 
Washington that Hughes is or soon 
will be out of the Presidential race. 
Secretary Cortelyou, whose entire 
strength lay with the bankers whom 
he has so largely befriended, has him- 
self withdrawn from the race and 
the result is that Taft now seems to 
be the man whom Mr. Bryan will 
have to beat. 
This is perhaps un- 


fortunate, for Taft is the strongest 
man the Republicans can name. With 
a reactionary candidate, such as 
Hughes, Fairbanks, Cortelyou, For- 
aker or Cannon, Mr. Bryan would 
have an easy race. 
The American 


people, regardless of party, will not 
stand for the old Hanna style of Re- 
publicanism and that is what these 
men stand for. On the other hand, 
Taft will run on a platform consist- 
ing of the Roosevelt policies, most of 
which Mr. Roosevelt borrowed from 
Mr. Bryan, and it will make Mr Bry- 
an's fight all the harder. The ques- 
tion before the people will 'oe. 
Do 


you want the originator of these poli- 
cies, William J Bryan, or do you 
want the heir to the purlomer of 
those policies, made somewhat more 
conservative by a Republican educa- 
tion, William H. Taft' 
It will be a 


case o£ Bill against Bill, Big Bill 
Taft and Big Bill Bryan, for both 
men are big, each in his own way 


Finances may have much to do 


with the next election. 
Chairman 


Tawney of the House committee on 
appropriations, 
has 
advised 
the 


Speaker that the estimates of ex- 
penses for the coming year exceed 
the estimated receipts by $100,000,- 
000. 
That is a big sum and a monu- 


ment to Republican extravagance. 
Some of the ablest financiers predict 
a general retrenchment ot business 
which will mean a considerable de- 
crease in the income of trie govern- 
ment and if the Republicans create 
a treasury deficiency in place of the 
big surplus the country has long en- 
joyed, they will be severely punished 
at the polls. 
Senator Tillman made a powerful 


and a conservative speech in the Sen- 
ate this week, one which contained 
many pertinent questions hard for 
the Republicans to answer. The fact 
is that Secretary Cortelyou, in his 
anxiety to help the bankers, has 
clearly violated the law and the Re- 
publicans know it. They appreciate 
that they have no defense against the 
Democratic 
arguments 
and 
they 


wince at the prospect of the debate 
which will corae after Christmas, Mr. 
Tillman will have more to say on this 
subject and so will many other able 
Democrats.

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THE RURAL SCHOOL PROBLEM A Nation of Cripples

Paper Urging Changes in School Laws—Uniform Taxation and State 


Control Urged—Closer Supervision Needed—Manual Train- 


ing Demanded—Comparison with German Schools, 


The following 
excellent address 


was delivered by William Laudcr of 
Riddlesburg in Philadelphia on Wed- 
nesday, jufct'ember ll.betore the com- 
mission of which Mr. Lauder is a 
member, recently appointed by the 
Governor to revise and codify the 
school laws of the state: 


Gentlemen:—The problem of our 


rural schools is not only pressing 
and important, but the vastness 01 
the subject makes it impossible for 
me, in this report, to do more than 
to state general conditions and sug- 
gest remedies. 
At the outset, we 


must admit that on the educational 
map of our state there are black 
marks, if not a black belt, where the 
progressive friends of the school are 
held back by those who, through ig- 
norance, are indifferent or careless 
to the condition of the school of the 
communities in which they live. We 
find, ot couise, that those who have 
the least interest in education are 
those who have had little of it them- 


Under this method, the so-called 


"rural districts" have had their share 
in the distribution diminished. 
In 


uife matter or education, it seems to 
me, that instead of placing the money 
according to wealth and population, 
it should go where it is most needed 
j.nd certainly the rural districts are 
not getting what they should from 
the state appropriation. 


Some years ago, I think in 1894, 1 


made a careful abstract of our state 
superintendent's report, spending a 
long time upon it, and the more I 
analyzed it, the more convinced 1 be- 
came of its injustice and also of the 
difficulty 
of adopting any method 


that would be equitable to every one. 


In the present system, 13 counties 


out of the 67 receive 50 per cent of 
the appropriation.

if we are to effect reforms, we must 
pass from the custom of having it 
provided that school boards "may" 
to the position that they "must" pro- 
vide for desirable improvements in 
our rural school system. Our county 
superintendents, with greater pow- 
ers and financial assistance, should 
begin in all such districts missionary 
work, in order to educate the people 
up to a realization of the advantage 
of better schools. As we are all well

I have no plan for the solution of 
this problem, except to say that in 
any distribution of this fund, due 
consideration should be made, not 
only to the financial condition of the 
district, but also to theXneed of ef- 
fective school work. 


We endeavor to regulate taxation 


by taxing 'everyone according to his 


-aware, the county superintendents at wealth. 
Should not the converse of 
present are not able to supervise 
their schools, let alone stimulate the 
public mind on school matters. 


The question of cost, at present, 


controls the situation. 
If it were 


possible to" erect and maintain a 
modernly equipped school in any of 
these districts, I have no doubt the 
desire for such schools would become 
epidemic. The difficulty, however, is 
that the people will not realize its 
advantages without practical demon- 
stration. 
People want to see im- 


mediate returns, and as practical 
men, we know that the results of im- 
proved educational facilities cannot 
be fully realized in less than ten 
years. 


An inequitable school tax is 


grievous burden upon the owners of 
real estate in many of our country 
districts. 
Assessments 
and valua- 


tions are imperfectly made and must 
be, so long as the present system is 
permitted to continue. Our tax laws 
are, if possible, in a worse condition 
than the school laws and no greater 
reform is needed than a revision of 
the whole system. 
The per capita 


tax, if not abolished, should be a lien 
upon a man's earnings, as in the case 
of real estate. 
At present, our tax 


duplicates are filled with names of 
men who are hard to locate or who 
may move between the time of the 
issuance of the tax levy and the per- 
iod when collection can be inforced. 
The only penalty for non-payment is 
arrest and imprisonment, but what 
township board cares to resort to 
such severe methods, when to do so 
will cost more than the tax itself. A 
large portion of this tax is made un- 
available because of 
exonerations 


and this evil will continue under 
present laws. 


As the collection of this tax is so 


difficult and troublesome, it would 
seem wise to limit it to real estate, 
in which case the cost of collection 
would be greatly reduced. 
Indeed, 


instead of paying out fees, the tax 
might be collected by the treasurer 
of the school board. 


this matter be true in school matters, 
and should we not distribute the 
fund according to the necessities of 
a township? 
Out of 66 counties in 


the state, 12 have less than 3 mills 
tax; 
16 others less than 4; 12 others 


less than 5; 12 others less than 6; 
4 others less than 7; 2 others less 
than 8; 2 others less than 9; 2 oth- 
ers less than 11, and 4 others less 
than 12. 


These averages, however, are not 


conclusive, for in many individual 
townships, in counties having the 
lowest rate on taxation for school 
purposes, we find excessively high 
taxation. 
This is a very great sub- 


ject, and in my estimation is one of 
the reasons for the backward condi- 
tion of educational matters in rural 
districts. 
I know many 
districts 


where local taxation amounts to over 
three per cent, on a fair valuation 
and where the extreme limit is used 
for school purposes. 


Competent supervision that has 


brought the schools of our cities to 
such a high standard is denied to 
rural sections. For 53 years we have 
been depending upon county superin- 
tendents to do what is manifestly 
impossible. The main feature of the 
school law of 1854 was the creation 
of the county superintendent and 
since then there has been ho change, 
so far as rural counties have been 
affected. 
Supervision has been con- 


fined to the county superintendent, 
for whom it has been a physical im- 
possibility to give the schools and 
teachers careful oversight. 
Bedford 


county, a typical example, with 340 
schools scattered over 1,000 square 
miles, has a school term o£ seven 
months or one hundred and forty 
days. 
How much time can the most 


tireless county superintendent there 
devote to a single school?

boroughs and country towns are fill- 
ed with people, who, having made a 
competency either by frugal living 
or the sudden development of min- 
eral wealth on farms, move into 
country towns to obtain the benefits 
of a wider social and educational life. 
They may be worth thousands, or 
even millions, yet for school purposes 
they obtain the 
benefits 
of 
our 


schools for $1 per annum. 
I have 


quoted the foregoing instances to 
show how defective is the present 
system of taxation. More might nave 
been added. 


Even in the distribution of the 


state appropriation for schools, the 
rural districts suffer. 
It is true that 


the state has appropriated a large 
'amount for educational purposes. In 
1891 this appropriation was increas- 
ed suddenly from $2,000,000 to $5 - 
500,000 and the last year to $7,500,- 
000. 
Some of you are doubtless fa- 


miliar with the reasons why the in- 
crease -was made in 1891. 
To speak 


plainly, it was given to the Granger 
element, who held the balance of 
power and who felt it would roduco 
local taxation. The money was voted 
not from any love for the cause of 
education, and it is well to bear this 
in mind when considering the prob- 
lem of rural schools. The method of 
distribution was as follows: 
One- 


third according to the number of tax- 
ables; 
one-third according to the 


number of children; one-third ac- 
cording to the number of teachers.

by directors has been a failure. After 
53 years' experience, it is folly for 
us to deceive ourselves as to this 
most vital matter. 


That our schools are as good as 


,hey are is due to the honesty and 
ntegrity of our teachers, who cer- 
.ainly give more hard, conscientious 
work for less pay than any other 
Jlass of workers. 


The custom is for the directors to 


'press the button" when they elect 
teachers and leave the schools to sort 
of operate themselves. 
The county 


superintendent 
cannot 
adequately 


supervise and as the directors do not, 
results are a matter of chance. Even 
if we were to admit that directors do 
their utmost to exercise a supervision 
over their schools, it is obvious that 
without any pedagogical 
training, 


they are not competent to judge nor 
to intelligently criticise or advise a 
teacher. 
Perhaps the greatest dan- 


ger of this lack of competent super- 
vision is the injury often done to 
pupils, when they are used as ex- 
periments by young and inexperi- 
enced teachers. 
In our treatment of 


this question, we should remember 
that the success of a school depends 
on as close a supervision as should 
be devoted to any business enter- 
prise. 


As the executive in school adminis- 


tration in his jurisdiction, the county 
superintendent should have a corps 
of trained educators to visit and re- 
port to him the conditions of the 
schools. 
It should be his duty to 


visit the weak points in his county 
and to stimulate an enthusiasm for 
the 
schools by holding 
meetings 


where parents and teachers could 
meet. 


Every township should be obliged 


to have a district superintendent to 
take practical charge of the schools 
for the township and he should have 
much power in the selection of teach- 
ers. 
To him should be entrusted the 


entire management of the schools of 
the township. 
Of course, he should 


be an, educator of experience, com- 
petent to direct, encourage and stim- 
ulate the teachers under him. 
'ihe 


board should be guided by his judg- 
ment in matters pertaining to the 
school room. 


Country boards, I am sure, would 


welcome the aid of'a superintendent 
to help them in the solution of vexa- 
tious school problems. 
Many have 


been deterred from securing such 
aid, because there is no law author- 
izing the office. 
Townships of 4,000 


inhabitants may do so, but there are 
many districts having one or two 
thousand population, which, owing 
to their size and topography, greatly 
need a superintendent. 
The provi- 


sion should be changed to read "that 
all townships shall appoint a district 
superintendent, who shall be a pro- 
fessional teacher, to take charge of 
the schools under the direction of 
the board." 
Where a township is 


small, one or more townships or 
boroughs that are contiguous might 
elect the same superintendent. 


When 
we consider 
the 
duties 


placed upon the boards since 1854, 
you will doubtless agree that the di- 
rectors would eagerly invite a district 
superintendent. 
Now, in addition to 


enforcing 
compulsory 
vaccination 


and other health rules, they have to 
see to it that the Compulsory Educa- 
tion Law is enforced, which alone 
doubled the work of the boards that 
have obeyed it. 
Providing for free 


text -books and supplies and 'other 
duties nave accumulated during the 
years as new laws have been adopted. 


Consolidation of small school areas 


in Pennsylvania is difficult, because 
in all our rural districts there are 
conflicting 
Interests 
and opinions. 


Some of our people are progressive, 
while others are backward. 
There 


ure those who want a longer term 
and those who don't want any. Un- 
der these conditions, many small 
communities have been erected into 
boroughs or independent school dis- 
tricts, in order to have their ideas 
and wishes carried out as to schools 
and roads. 
Instead ot" consolidation 


that would give us fine township 
schools, we find little boroughs that 
have little schools that are not suf- 
ficient for the requirements of the 
pupils living in the boroughs, while 
there may be schools on each side of 
the borough line. 
Many of these 


boroughs are deeply in debt and can- 
not erect additional buildings, nor 
will the adjoining township expend 
money to build up the borough. My 
only suggestion toward the solution 
of this difficult problem is to ask you 
to consider the question: 


Should there ue any borough or 


:ownship lines marking a division for 
ichool purposes? 


Consolidation in this state is also 


difficult because of topography and 
he lack of good roads. 
Many town- 


hips and parts of some townships 
lelong naturally to the same district, 
and until irregularities are overcome, 
onsolidation is impossible.

It is unnecessary "for me at the' 


resent time to elaborate upon the' 
eed o'f a uniform system ot educa- 
ion for the commonwealth and es-' 
ecially in our 
country districts. 


This reform should go hand in hand 
with a uniform classification of teach- 
ers. 
At present the counties have, 


standards that vary greatly and it is

well known that many of these stand- 
ards are lamentably low. Before we 
can hope to advance education in,,our 
rural districts, we must provide /or a 
uniform course of study and see to it 
that no one except a 
thoroughly 


^qualified teacher is permitted to take 
charge of a class room. 


In conclusion, I wish to emphasize 


the crying need of a more practical 
and technical education in our rural 
schools. 
While heartily in favor of 


high schools in our townships, I in- 
sist that at present higher education 
in the rural districts does not appea 
to the people, because the absence o 
technical branches from the course o 
study makes our children discontent 
ed with country life, as they are no 
trained at schooi to take advantage 
of the "opportunities of the farm and 
the workshop, which technical edu 
cation affords. 
Yielding to no one in 


my desire to see our children get al 
the education they can assimilate, I 
cannot see of what use, at least im- 
mediate 
use, 
higher 
algebra 
or 


French is to the child when he* or she 
returns to the home; the boys leaving 
school usually to care for the farm or 
to follow mechanical pursuits. Every 
year young men and women leave our 
rural high school really crippled, be- 
cause they have enough "ologies" to 
at them for college, but not enough 
technical training to make them read- 
ily skilled mechanics and scientific 
iarmers. If they cannot afford to go 
to college, they drift into the poorest 
class of labor. 


The value of technical education 


las been fully recognized and devel- 
oped in European countries, notably 
Germany, and it is difficult to under- 
stand why we have so neglected 
practical training, especially in rural 
:ommunities. It has been said, that 
while this nation trains the brains of 
ts boys to serve their hands, the boy 
n Germany has his hands trained to 
serve his brain. The commercial and 
ndustrial advance of the German 
jeople 'has been attributed to this 
>ractical education, which even in the 
>rimary grades teaches boys how to 
landle tools and makes drawing a 
eature in every department of school 
work. The skill of the boys of 16 in 
practical mechanics and the girls of 
:he same age in domestic science is 
wonderful. 
The workmen of Ger- 


many are of such a high order of in- 
elligence, that their practical train- 
ng has not been had at the expense 
if other necessary branches, 
Techni- 


al education has been so splendidly 
developed in Germany, that there is 


o end to it. 
Even after a boy has 


eft school and has entered some 
mechanical pursuit, he is always wel- 
pmed at the great technical institu- 
ions of the country, where he can

No 
ordinary child can go through a 
grammar or a high school without 
some home study but parents should 
not help him too much; pupils should 
make it a business to go to school. 
Parents should not be disturbed by 
mere reports, and the community 
should not take part in the game of 
;ossip.

:ess there must be the helping hand 
of the church and the home .

President. There Garfield impressed 
his supporters that the election de- 
pended on the work that was to be 
done after the enthusiasm of the con- 
vention had subsided. 


The success of this institute does 
not end with the week's work. The 
institute closes—then comes the suc- 
cess. Success in college work is test- 
ed after college days are over. The 
indifferent teacher can never get help 
anywhere. It is indifference that re- 
tards progress everywhere. Teachers 
should not think that anything can 
be gotten unless through work. Many 
teachers take things too literally. 
The psychology of teaching is sim- 
ple; it amounts to a knowledge of 
human nature. 
There are many 
teachers who are looking for pedo- 
gogical remedies. There are quacks 
in pedagogy just as well as in medi- 
cine. When a man gets ill he wants 
the suggestions of a good sane phy- 
sician. 
Your pedagogic physician 
can help by giving you a suggestion. 
We must have a keen insight into 
luman nature and then be able to 
:ake suggestions. In conclusion Dr. 
Uorson expressed his appreciation of 
the reception he had from the teach- 
ers during the week.

If rotation is 
practiced these insects and diseases 
may be held in check. If rotation is 
not followed no remedy will destroy 
or overcome them.—Southern Cultiva- 
tor.

Explosion by Music. 


One of the most dangerous of all ex- 


-plosives is a black powder called iodide 
of nitrogen. When it is dry the slight- 
est touch will often cause it to explode 
with great violence. There appears to 
be a certain rate of vibration which 
this compound cannot resist In ex- 
periments to determine the cause of 
its extreme esplosiveness some damp 
Iodide of nitrogen was rubbed on the 
strings of a bass viol. It is known 
that the strings of such an instrument 
will vibrate when those of a similar 
Instrument having an equal tension are 
played upon. In this case, after the 
Explosive had become thoroughly dry 
upon the strings, another bass viol was 
brought near and the strings sounded. 
At a certain note the iodide of nitro- 
gen on tlie prepared instrument ex- 
ploded. It was found that the explo- 
sion occurred only when a rate of vi- 
bration of sixty a second was com- 
municated to the prepared strings. Vi- 
bration of the G string caused an ex- 
plosion, while that of the B string had 
no effect—Chicago Record-Herald.

her Inception, a center of the fiercest 
fighting. Square rigged and high of 
stem and stern, broad of bow and low 
of waist, with massive bulwarks and 
forecastle, and poop three and four 
decks high, she possessed a picturesque 
appearance, but little of sensible naval 
architecture. The stem was clumsy, 
Droad and blunt and smashed heavily 
through the waves to the great detri- 
ment of speed. This and the towering 
stern presented such a surface to the 
wind that the difficulties of steering 
were quite formidable, and six or eight 
men at the wheel were not unusual. 
The method in this apparent madness 
of marine construction was the land- 
ubber's Instinct, still strong in men of 
the sea of those days, to reduce all 
naval maenuvers to the stand up and 
knock down tactics of the land fight on 
a common platform.—John C. Fltzpat- 
rlck in Scribner's. 


American Temperament and Art. 
The majority of the men and women 


who gave American life its form and 
direction were not the children of an 
artistic race, though they were the 
heirs of a great literature. They de- 
scended from a people who have never 
pursued art as an end and whose first 
instinctive expression in meeting great 
experiences has never been artistic, 
but who have never divorced action 
from vision nor failed in the long run 
to match power in action with some 
kind of beauty in speech. From Its 
English ancestry the country has in- 
herited an ingrained and Ineffaceable 
idealism of nature, which enormous 
tasks and hitherto incredible prosper- 
ity have at times smothered and blight- 
ed, but never destroyed.

The Wettest Trade. 


The lot of the Ceylon pearl diver is 


not an easy one. Stones are suspended 
on a running rope over an outrigger 
projected from the boat's side in such 
a convenient position as to allow the 
diver to place one foot within a loop 
affixed to the stone. The diver, paving 
placed himself with one foot on the 
stone, with a net around his neck to 
hold oysters, draws in his breath, 
closes the nostrils with one hand and 
raises his body to giye force to the 
descent. The manduck (or diver's at- 
tendant), in charge of the stone and 
nets, lets go. and the diver rapidly 
reaches the 1'ottom, leaves the stone, 
which the ni.iudack instantly hauls up 
and ,refixes, throws himself on the 
ground, creeping along, and fills his 
net with oysters. This done, he jerks 
the rope, which is pulled up by the 
manduck in charge, and the contents 
of the net are discharged into the boat. 
The diver meanwhile rises to the sur- 
face.—Ceylon Manual.

inches in breadth. The next year they 
are six inches and the third seven 
inches in breadth.

It is the only flesh known which one 
can crush in his mouth with his tongue 
without the aid of his teeth. The oth- 
er animals run about, sleeping only at 
night The terrapin sleeps night and 
day for six or seven months of the 
year and takes his night naps, too, for 
the balance of the year.—-Baltimore 
Sun.

curious fact is to be noted. Salt was 
formerly regarded as. a compound re- 
sulting from the union of hydrochloric 
(or, as it used to be called, muriatic) 
acid and soda, and hence the generic 
term of salt was applied to all sub- 
stances produced by the combination 
of a base with an acid. 


Sir Humphry Davy, however, show- 


ed that during their action on each 
other both the acid and the alkali un5 
derwent decomposition and that, while 
water is formed by the union of the 
oxygen of the alkali and the hydrogen 
of the acid, the sodium of the former 
combines with the chlorine of the lat- 
ter to form chloride of sodium, and 
this term is the scientific designation 
of salt, which, paradoxical as it may 
seem, is not a salt. At one time near- 
ly the whole of the salt used as food 
and for industrial purposes was ob- 
tained from the sea, and in many coun- 
tries w,here the climate is dry and 
warm and which have a convenient 
seaboard a great quantity of salt is 
still obtained.

Even 
in this era of strict pure food laws 
fiour will be adulterated, so it is up to 
us to be able to test its purity for our- 
selves. The chief ingredients that are 
mixed in flour are whiting and alum, 
both of which can be discovered" by 
simple tests. 
To discover alum in 


flour it is only necessary to remember 
that it cpagulates with milk. Soak a 
piece of bread in water until it is en- 
tirely dissolved, then put it on to boil 
with an equal quantity of milk. If 
there is any alum lurking around great 
clots will be formed. Even simpler Is 
the test for whiting. 
Moisten the 


thumb and first finger with a little 
olive oil and rub-between them a good 
sized pinch of flour. If it turns brown, 
but does not get sticky, its purity is 
pretty certain. 
Whiting's presence 


will be shown by a sticky, pasty feel-, 
ing and no discoloration.
